A PROCLAMATION 


For the Confinement of PopiſtyRecuſants within Five Miles 
of their reſpective Dwellings.

ee de Kings moſt Excellent Pajeſty having been Jnfozmed of the Dangerous 
ATE and Wicked Plots and Deſigns of Popiſh Recuſants, againſt His Majeſties 
noo Koyal Perſon and Government, and tending to the Subverſion of the True 
Jr _ We.>- Peoteſtant Religion Eſtabliſhed by Law within this His Realm, Doth 
= with the Advice of His Pꝛiby Countil ) by this His Royal Pz2oclamation, 
Wa ſtrictly Charge and Command all perſons being above the Age of Sirteen 
Ws vears, bon Within any of His Majeſties Realms oz Dominions, oz made 
TL Denizens, who being Popiſh Recuſants, have been, o2 ſhall be thereof Law- 
e fully Convicted, That they and every of them do (accoꝛding to the Statutes 
in that behalf made) repair to their reſpective places of abode; and if they have no places of 
abode, then to the places where the Father oz Mother of ſuch reſpective perſons is oꝛ ſhall be then 
dwelling, and do not at any time thereafter remove oz paſs above Five miles from thence, upen 
Pain that the Offenders ſhall loſe and fozfeit to the Kings Majeſty, all their Goods and 
Chattels, and alſo all their Lands and Tenements, Rents, Annuities, and Hereditaments, 
during their reſpective natural lives. And becauſe many Popilſh Recuſants, who are notoziouſly 
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known, oz reputed to be ſuch, have notwithſtanding, by the connivance 62 negligence ok thoſe by 
whom they ought to habe been Pꝛoſecuted, eſcaped Conviction, and yet may be (by their concourſe 
and contribances) as dangerous to His Majeſty, His Government, and the True Pzoteſtant 
Religion, as thoſe who are actually Convicted; His Majeſty doth hereby further ſtraitly 
Charge and Command all His Judges, Juſtices, Magiſtrates, Miniſters and Officers, 
That if any Popiſh Recuſant, oz perſon reputed ſo to be, though not Convicted, being above 
the Age of Eighteen years, ſhall not repair to his oz her place of abode, and there continue with- 


out removing 92 paſſing above Five miles from thence, That then ſuch Popiſh Recuſants, © 


oꝛ perſons reputed to be ſo reſpectively, ſhall be Pꝛoſecuted and bzought to Puniſhment, as well 
by tendzingunto them the Oaths of Allegiance and Supzemacy, and taking advantage of 
their refuſal thereof, as by putting in Execution the ſevereſt Laws which are now in fozce 
a gainſt them. And His Majeſty doth hereby further. ſignifie to all His Loving Subjects, 
That upon Certificate made to the Lozd Chancelloz of England, by any Juſtice of- the Peace; 
That there are any Popiſh Recuſants, oz perſons reputed to be ſuch, who do not give their Obedi⸗ 
ence to this His Majeſties Royal Pꝛoclamation, together with the Names of ſuch Offenders; 
His Majeſty hath Commanded the ſaid Lozd Chancelloz to Jſſue fozth reſpective Commiſſions 
under the Gzeat Deal of England, to the Juſtices of the Peace (of the ſeveral Counties, Cities 
and Liberties from which ſuch Certificates ſhall come) to Require and Authozize them, oꝛ any 
Two ok them reſpectively, to tender and adminiſter the laid Oaths to the ſaid Offenders ac- 
coꝛdingly. P2ovided,'That nothing herein contained, ſhall be Conſtrued to Command any 
Popiſh tant Convicted, oꝛ any other Popiſh Recuſant, oz perſon reputed to be ſuch, to come 
Within Ten miles of the Cities of London oz Weſtminſter, oz to require any of the perſons afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid to repair to their places of abode, oꝛ other the places afozeſaid, who are Reſtrained by Im⸗ 
pꝛiſonment, oꝛ Diſabled by ſurh Sickneſs, as they ſhall: not be able to Travel without immi- 
nent danger of life, during the reſpective times of ſuch Impꝛiſonment, oꝛ Diſability; oz to 
Confine any ſuch perſons Within the ſaid ſpace of Five miles from the places afozeſaid, 
who ſhall be ( accozding to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm ) Allowed, oꝛ Licenced ts 
Travel, oꝛ Remove from thence; So that their Travelling, Attending, and Returning by 
pꝛetente — 9 Allowance oz Licence, be no longer, oz otherwiſe then by the ſaid Statutes is 
Marranted. |
